There is an error that is be- 
ing taught, that is working like 
a canker, which if not checked 
is going to cause the work to 
suffer loss, especially among 
those who are young in the 
way, for as soon aga child is 


born the devil stands ready to| 
devour it. Any way, it certainly | 
is a great hindrance to the prog- | 


ress of the work, causing many 
saints, not having knowledge, 
to stumble and sometimes fall. 
It is really alarming. These dif- 
ferences bring confusion. 

The Book says, “Now I be- 
seech you, brethren, by the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same 
thing, (not things) and that 
there be no divisions among 
you; but that ye be perfectly 
joined together in the same 
mind and the same judgment.” 
So somebody is wrong. 

Much has been said about the 
experience of justification, sanc- 
tification and the wonderful 
baptism of the Holy Ghost evi- 
denced by speaking in other 
tongues as the Spirit gives ut- 
terance. I think this is under- 
stood by the majority of people 
today. 

But the trouble I call your at- 
tention to is this: Just how one 
receives the Holy Ghost, or in 
other words, the process by 
which we attain this wonderful 
experience. 

The Book says, in Luke 24:52, 
53, “They worshipped him, and 
returned to Jerusalem with 
great joy: And were continually 
praising and blessing God.” 
Then in the second chapter of 
Acts we read what really took 
place as a result of this contin- 
uous praise—they spoke With 
other tongues. 

Now I regret to say we have 
come in contact with people 
who object to this continuous 
praise. They advise the seek- 
ers at the altar to pray until 
they speak with tongues, as the 
evidence of the baptism. 

We have helped many souls 
through to the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost since we came _ in 
this way, and I have never 
known any one to receive Him 
by prayer without praise. Con- 
tinuous praise makes a funnel 
of praise (so to speak) that 
reaches up to heaven und_ the 
Holy Ghost comes down froin 
God through this funnel of 
praise and abides in the sancti- 
fied people—the mortal body. 

“Know ye not that ye are the 


temple of God, and that <he 
Spirit of God dwelleth *1 you? 
'if any man defile the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy; for 
‘the temple of God is holy, 
which temple ye are.” 1 Cor. 
| 3:16, 17. 

When the Holy Ghost c.mes 
He will testify for Himself. 
There is no other way under 
heaven to recetye Him, accord- 
ing to the Word. Of course we 
must pray until we get a spirit 
of praise, or until we are really 
sanctified, then the Holy Ghost 
comes in through the gates of 
praise. 

I have known some holiness 
people who claimed to receive 
the Holy Ghost without praise. 
I have seen them pray until they 
were exhausted and then sever 
speak in tongues, and get by, by 
saying some speak in tongues 
and some do not. But I took 
notice that none of these people 
ever had the evidence of speak- 
ing in other tongues. 

Now, Iam writing on this 
subject because I feel that it is 
my duty.

I heard one say, “There is no 
difference in prayer and praise.” 
Well, Webster gives a difference. 
And then I do know that by 
prayer we petition God and get 
the witness that our request is 
granted, then by praising and 
giving thanks we receive. Our 
God comes to us through praise. 
The angelic hosts ise God 
night and day. Praise is elevat- 
ing and we can bring much 
good to our own souls through 
praise. It is a wonderful thing 
to be able to open your mouth 
in praises to God, David praised 
God seves times a day. He said, 
“Let everything that hath 
breath praise the Lord.” He 
praised God much, and all 
through the book of Psalms ex- 
horted us to praise Him.
